The new direct primary law was ap­ 


prov ed by Gov ernor Jam es N. Gillett 


March 24. 1909, but it did not take 


effect until June 1st of that year. 
Its 


title reads thus. 
“An act to prov ide 


for and regulate primary 
elections, 
and prov iding the method 
whereby 
electors of political parties may ex­ 
press their choice at such 
primary 
elections for United States Senator.” 
It is seen at the outset that a voter 
who does not belong to any political 


party has no part in the direct pri­ 
mary law. 
The man without a party 
must select his candidates, to be v oted 
for at a general election, under the 
law that prov ides for going on the 
ballot by petition. 
It should -be understood at the out­ 
set that our laws 
contemplate 
two 
kinds of elections, first a primary, or 
preliminary election, in 
which 
the 
v oters within 
each 
political 
party 
name, or "nominate," their candidates 
to be v oted for at the general election, 
and then the genera] in which all elec­ 
tors may participate whether they be­ 
long to a political party or not. 
Be­ 
fore these v oters at the general elec­ 
tion is spread out, on what we com­ 
monly call a “blanket” ballot, because 
it is so big, all the nominees of all the 
i 
| political parties and all the names of 
i persons who become candidates by 
i petition. 
There the issues are settled, 
not always on party lines, because we 
are coming to hav e a great deal of in­ 
dependent v oting and the candidate 
i believ ed by the largest number of v ot- 
! ers to be the best man for the place 
; is not unlikely to secure the election 
j no m atter how nominated, especially 


W hat is a political party, and how 
does the direct primary law recognize 


The old-time theo ry of political par­ 
ties was that men similarly minded in 
regard to certain issues or candidates 
would come to gether and work 
to ­ 
gether for the success of their candi­ 
dates and the issues in which they be­ 
liev ed, and so they did. 
But it has 
happened that men so 
bro ught 
to­ 
gether hav e remained to gether 
and 
worked together lo no r after they had 
ceased to be of one mind either as to 
measures or men. 
In effect they be­ 
came an association, almost a corpora­ 
tion, for carrying on the business of 
conducting gov ernment and 
it 
has 
been held little sho rt of treasonable 
for a man to desert the party he had 
acted with for the purpose of joining 
another. 
Nev ertheless, there are splits in all 
parties. 
If the discontented element 
is small it is called a “faction.” 
If it 
is large the party is said to be div id­ 
ed into two wings, as in the case of 
| the "regulars” and "insurgents” 
in 
j the Republican party at 
this 
time. 


fornia Weekly.) 


These factions, or wings, 
generally 
fight out their differences in the pre­ 
liminary elections and then siand to ­ 
gether in the general election unless 
the div ision of sentiment is v ery deep 
and strong, in which case the party 
tickei is generally "scratched” in the 
general election 
(by v oting for the 
candidate of the opposite party) or 
else a new political party is formed, 
which does not often happen in this 
country. 
The Democratic party 
has 
been in existence since 1801 and the 
Republican party since 1856. 
Under the laws of California in or­ 
der to be recognized as 
a 
political 
party a political 
organization 
must 
hav e cast, at the last presidential elec­ 
tion, at least 3 per cent of the total 
v ote cast, as estimated by the candi­ 
date for presidential elector of such 
party who receiv ed the highest v ote. 
If the party did no t hav e a president­ 
ial nomination at the last presidential 
election then it may hav e a place on 
the ballot if any one of its candidates 
at the last general election receiv ed 3 
per cent of the total v ote cast. Other­ 
wise the party must go to the ballot 
by petitions signed for all its candi­ 
dates. 
Ev ery elector must be registered on 
the great register of his county before 
he can v ote at any election, and ev ery 
; v oter who wishes to v ote at a primary 
! election must declare, 
upon 
oath, 
when he applies to hav e his name in­ 
scribed upon a great register, with 
: what political party he expects to af­ 
filiate at the next primary election. 


If he declines to state what party he 
expects to affiliate with that fact is 
recorded and he cannot be giv en the 


j ballot of any party at any primary 
election as long as that state of af­ 
fairs exists. 
But if an elector, at any 
time prior to the closing of the reg­ 
istration before an election is to he 
held, which must be at least twenty 
days before a primary, concludes to 
affiliate with some political party, or 
to change his party affiliation, he may 
go before the county clerk and, w ith­ 
out cost to himself, make affidav it to 
the fact and so qualify himself 
to 
v ote at the next primary. 
Unless members of a political party 


j will stay on their own side of the 
I party fence in a primary election and 
; let the internal affairs of o ther parties 
sev erely alone a primary election be- 
( comes a farce and a fraud. 
Honest 
men will stay where they belong, but 
dishonest men will register their af­ 
filiations with the party their 
boss 
wishes them to, as many Union Labor 
Party men did in San Francisco in the 
fall of 1909. 
The success of primary 
elections is absolutely dependent upon 
j fidelity in this particular, and the pen­ 
alty for a general lack of good faith 
, will be the destruction of political 
parties in our political life.
